The princess, formerly Mrs. W. B, 
Leeds of New York, has been danger- 
ously ill for the last week. 

Dr. Hoover went to the palace im- 
mediately after his arrival. He de 
clared her condition was serious, but 
he was hopeful. 

Princess Anastasia said the arrival 
of Dr. Hoover‘ brought her nearer 
home,” as she had some difficulty ex- 
plaining her case to her Greek physi- 


cians, only two of whom speak English. | 


Dr. Hoover had only two hours’ notice 
to come to Athens from Constantinople. 
He was attending the daughter of the 
former khedive of Egypt when he was 
handed a wireless message from the 
Greek minister of marine, pleading 
with him to come to Athens. He took 
the liner Roumania, which made a trip 
of 360 miles in twenty-three hours, 
thirteen hours less than usual.

FIRE MARSHALS 
OPPOSE WOMEN 
THEATER USHERS 


Women ushers in theaters are not 
conducive to public safety, according 
to 85 per cent of the replies by city 
fire marshals to queries sent out by 
Ald. Joseph O. Kostner, chajrman of 
the council buildings committee. 

An ordinance which would prohibit 
the employment of women ushers in 


theaters is pending before the com. 
mittee. 

“Women wouldn’t be of any value 
in case of trouble with a crowd,” said 
John MeNarrey, Kansas City fire chief. 

“Employment of women as ushers 
is a serious mistake, as it requires 
men who are always on the alert to 
prevent a serious catastrophe in the 
event of a panic or a fire,” says W. G. 
Pauzer, fire chief of St. Louis. 

“Men ushers are safer,” says Ed- 
ward Grenfell, fire marshal of Port- 
land, Ore. 

“I do not think women show as good 
judgment as do men ushers, nor would

BACKS DENIAL OF 
MAILS TO LEADER 


Washington, D. C., Mareh 17.—Au- 
thority of the war time postmaster 
general, Albert S. Burleson, to with- 
draw second class mail privileges from 
any publication which violated the es- 
pionage act by printing articies “tend- 
ing to create insubordination or dis- 
loyalty” in the military or naval 
forces was upheld today by the Su- 
preme court. Associate Justices Bran- 
deis and Holmes dissented. 

The court sustained the Supreme 
court of the District of Columbia in 
its refusal to issue a mandamus or- 
der compelling the restoration of the 
privileges to the Milwaukee Leader, 
of which Victor Berger was editor. 
The Leader in carrying its appeal to 
the Supreme court was joined by the 
New York Call, a newspaper also de- 
nied second class ‘mailing privileges 
Auring the war. 

“ Whatever injuries the relator suf- 
fered was the result of its own choice," 
declared Associate Justice Clark, who 
in reading the majority opinion re- 
cited excerpts from articles in the 
newspapers as submitted by the gov- 
ernment in support of Mr. Burleson’s 
action. “These articles were not de 
signed to secure a modification or re- 
peal of the laws they criticised, but 
were intended to stir up opposition to 
them and internal strife.”

HOW TO REMOVE WARTS.

Warts are due. to infection of the skin. 
It has been shown that the cause is a filter- 
able virus, the exact nature of which is not 
known. Warts can be burned off with heat 
or with chemicals, tied off, removed with 
X-rays, radium or carbonic snow. A Chicago 
physician has devised a modification of the 
high frequency apparatus to remove warta on 
the face without leaving a scar.

Chicago, March 2.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—In THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE of Feb. 
20, part 1, page 8, column 1, there was 
an article captioned “ Seventy-five Thou- 
sand Dollar ‘Hermit of the Loop’ Dies 
at Hotel Morrison of Food Poisoning.” 
In the article proper the following ref- 
erence was made: 

“Dr. F. W. Jaroch diagnosed the case 


as ptomaine poisoning. His diet 
was confined to canned food. <A can 
of sardines was found opened. He had 


eaten some of them the night before 
and had allowed the remainder to stand, 
consuming them for breakfast. They 
had become tainted, it is believed.” 

We write now to call your attention 
to the fact that the death evidently was 
not caused by food poisoning or canned 
food, but, according to the report of the 
coroner’s jury, death came from “arn 
acute general peritonitis, from an acute 
pyloric carcinoma with perforation.” This 
report was based upon the report of the 
coroner’s physician, Dr. John F. Van 
Paing. . 

Inasmuch as peritonitis is a disease 
which may not be transmitted in canned 
food, you can readily see the harm 
done to the canning industry by the 
above mentioned article, especially so 
when appearing as it did in a newspa- 
per of the wide circulation and impor- 
tance of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. We 
are therefore asking, in your usual spirit 
of fairness, if a correction could be made. 

Cases of this sort and other ‘instances 
of illness due to causes entirely remote 
from food poisoning have been diagnosed 
as ptomaine poisoning: since that form 
of illness was first suggested. As a re-

up in the medical literature and mis- 
informs physicians who are not thor- 
oughly up to date, and they in turn mis- 
inform their patients and the public. 
The newspapers naturally take such 
physicians as their authority and un- 
conselously fall into the same error. 
Commenting upon the alleged ptomaine 
poisoning cases, Dr. M. J. Rosenau, head 
of the department of preventive medicine 
nd hygiene at the Harvard medical 


school, after studying food poisoning 
for a period of something like three 
years, said: 


“ When the work was begun, the im- 
pression prevailed that ‘ ptomaine’ poi- 
soning was one of the commonest of 
ailments. Many cases were studied, 
but most of*them proved to be due to 
some other cause than that of food 
poisoning. Some were cases of bacte- 
riological infection, even dysentery; 
some were accidental poisoning with 
chemicals, such as caustic lye or salt 
peter that got into food by mistake or 


design; some of the cases were simple 
indigestion, and one was an instanc 
of sunstroke. An outbreak in Chicago 
called ‘ptomaine’ poisoning proved to 
be due to tartar emetic that was put 
into the food with malicious intent. 

So far as ‘ ptomaine’ poiscning 
is concerned, we are now prepared to 
state that there is no such thing. Our 
chemists looked in vain for ptqmaines, 
that is, for poisonous decomposition 
products of protein putrefaction, and I 
think it is now generally accepted that 
there is no such thing as ‘ ptomaine’ 
poisoning as that term was once un- 
derstood.” 

Dr. Rosenau, incidentally one of the 
highest scientific authorities in the coun- 
try, said in conclusion “that canned 
foods are sterilized foods and therefore 
safer than fresh foods. They are, in 
fact, the safest foods that come to your 
table.” 

The Hotel Morrison case is a striking 
illustration of the need for a post-mor- 
tem examination of cases suspected to 
be food poisoning. Ought it not to be 
required. that physicians diagnosing a 
case of food poisoning should take al) 
possible steps to have a prompt ex- : 
amination of any of the food that may be | 


left from the meal and a post-mortem 
examination made of the body? In that 
way they would be in full possession 
of the facts and the newspapers would 
not suffer from misinforming thetr read- 
ers regarding the results of a super- 
ficial diagnosis.
